Wo ontored this city aftor passing a superb 
componnd: mainly of inns by the, Bait Gato, 
fomodiatoly after vrossing 4 snbslantial and 
long bridyo over & aiallow bat wile straa oy. 
Both tho. gate and Lhe wall ave groatly: superior 
to those of. Kiria: AN, 

Buside the gate is the, two storied tainple to 
thd god of literature, Ewell whiok is, found 
in shaost every important city in Mancharia. 
Pho other pablic buildings of thia Fa city aco 
not remarkable oither for num bor or appoaranco. 
Tho handsomust pieoes of arcbiteotrre wore the 
oraalely carved signs of the pawashopa, which 
here os in Kirin aro of oxeaptionally larga pro- 
portions. ‘There ix a gaol magne thos) to the 
Host gate, for Mabommdaus imusor Strongly 
in thia provinee. 

Ths pyoply in the atrealy’ were ag rough and 
anduly curious as th so of Kirin wave @xvaption~ 
ally polite, “-Mannors,” echoal some of the 
moro reapaotable, “ would you axpevt manors: in 
Kwan-cheng-tsu!”’ Yet wo wera far raore fa- 
vonvably impressed with both placa and .pooplo 
than with Kirin.

A meatinie of Chinese: merohants. and. others 
was held at the Tung Wuh Hospital, Hongkong, 
on Sunday, the 5th inst, to consider the Imports 
and Exports Registration Bill now before the

The Bill, in his opinion, wat injurious and con- 
ferred no benolit at’ all on the moreantile com. 

He then proceeded to urge in dotail 
the following objections :—1.—Itwill take ap veral 
tons. of thousands: a yeur ‘to work, the law pro- 
perly. The .Goverumont treasury is empty, 
money is required for many usofa) public Forks, 
and expendituro ‘can bdeill-affortad for useless 
pnrposes. . 2.—It will canse delay ‘and: loss ‘of 
time. Every importer or exporter would have to 
keop a:special person to report. $—It would dis- 
closa trade seorets. “Every firm has its own parti. 
cular litte and particular port and does not wish for 
competition. 4.—Hongkong is not like any other 
colony.
